In this embarrassing pass comes philoso- 
phy to our aid. 

Philosophy is the art of arranging the 
few things we do know in such a skillful 

perspective with the things we do not 

know that the whole appears to form 

an easy vista for the delighted intelli- 

gence. 

Philosophy does not do as we do. 

It does not figure out a thing here 
and there, and guess at other things, 
and wonder at others, and give up the 
and stand aghast and speechless with 






rest, 
uncertainty over the whole, not knowing what it 

does know. Philosophy never stands speechless. It 
boldly takes everything in the world, not leaving out a 
single item, and announces: All of these that the human 


mind can comprehend constitute the Knowable. As for the 
rest of them they are equally easy: they constitute the Un 
knowable. That is the way with philosophy.” Some _ people 


would talk vaguely of the simple, the apparent, the doubtful, the 


strange, the wonderful, the mysterious, the esoteric and transcendent, 
but philosophy takes them all and divides them into two lots as simple as 
brogans and kip boots in a country store. 

Philosophers always profess a profound humility and sadness in find- 
ing themselves forced to admit the unknowableness of the Unknowable, 
but we should not grieve too much over their melancholy. Having 
examined their works, | am convinced by their style, which is one of 
repressed hilarity and triumph, that they take a much keener pride and 
delight in determining the intangibility of the Unknowable than they 


would in determining positively some really useful fact: as, for in- AT 


stance, that the Leghorns, though prone to steal their nests, are better 
layers than the Plymouth Rocks. 

Philosophy says that of the ultimate nature of Time and Space and 
Matter and Force we can know nothing. No matter if we are very clever, 
indeed, no matter if we are celebrated scholars, or even prominent persons, 
we can not know anything about it. At first this seems discouraging; but 
it isn’t. For in this way philosophy puts four confessedly difficult subjects 
into the category of things concerning which we know all there is to know. 
It works out beautifully. 

Thus, suppose that you are at a gathering of the most brilliant minds 
and suppose the conversa-

In a complete treatise on philoso 
a phy it would be remiss not to state 
that all schools of philosophy do not agret 
about the Unknowable. There is no reason why they 
should. There is plenty of room for all. 
Some of the best philosophies say that the Unknowable is 
about the easiest thing we have. They say that Time and Space, 
of which some people seem to make a great difficulty, are, In 
reality, nothing. Matter and Motion and Force are also nothing. 
t is not infrequent that people laugh at these philosophers who claim 
that everything is nothing. They point out that philosophy which can not 


bear the toothache patiently, is also just as averse to falling over a wheel 
barrow in the dark,-as anybody else. But this is thoughtless criticism. 


Matter may be nothing, and Force may be nothing, and yet a re 
man might well object to running against a sharp-cornered nothing in the 
dark, when he has only two ill-contrived shin-shaped nothings to stand the 
collision. If aman were made of real stuff he would n’t mind if half the 
wheelbarrows in town were parked at night in his back-yard. 

My own ideas about some of these matters are perhaps the best of all. 
think that Space is nothing, but that it has been spread out remark 

ably thin. 
I think that Time is nothing, and that interest ought to be forbid. 


Moreover, as Time is nothing, it ought not to be thought profligate to 


spend about twelve months of it in every year in vacations and merriment. 


There is one observation about Space still to be made. Leaving th: 
foolishness of metaphysics aside, we all know what Space is. In fact, we 
are not deceived about it at all. We know what it is, exactly. But if we 


were asked what would be left if Space were taken away, we would n’t 
know.
